General Paget Is Alleged to Have Read 


an Order and Request From King 


George to Soldiers at Curragh Sta­

Belfast, M arch 23.— An express o r­ 
d e r and requ est from 
K in s George 
him self to aek every officer to go for­ 
ward as ordered, th a t they m ight nev­ 
e r be called upon to fight, bu t “th a t if 
they refused to go th ere m ight be a 
m utiny In th e arm y which would mean 
a revolution in England and in six 
m onths th e re would be no king and 
no arm y,” 
w a s read to th e soldiers 
at C urragh station by G eneral Sir Ar­ 
th u r Paget, com m anding th e troops in 
Ireland, according to a letter received 
by the 
provisional 
au tho rities h e n 
from an officer at C urragh. 
Despite this appeal ail officers re­ 
fused to reconsider th eir resignations. 
T he letter says th a t m ore than IOO 
officers, including all in th e cavalry, 
have resigned. 
T he defection of the arm y officers 
is the cause of the g reatest jubilation 
in U lster and among th e officials of 
the provisional governm ent, who are 
keeping in close touch w ith ev ents in 
C urragh and o th er m ilitary depots in 
Ireland 
through 
secret 
correspond­ 
ence. 
A general officer of high standing in 
th e regu lar arm y was offered the post 
of commander-in-chie.f 
of th e 
force 
which is to o perate again st th e U lster 
volunteers. 
W hen he declined the of­ 
fer the w ar office informed him that 
his refusal m ean t the severance of his 
connection with the army. 


General Friend in Command. 


He persisted and the auth orities of­ 
fered the post to an other officer, said 
to be G eneral Friend, now co m m and ­ 
ing at Belfast, who accepted. 
A denial w as issued of th e reto rte d 
m utiny of the D arsetshire regiment. 
F requ ent rep orts have been current 
of late of th e strong sym pathy of the 
Dorset men with the U lsterites, owinu:

Bureau of Foreign and Domestic C om ­ 
merce H as Shown Remarkable Devel­ 
opment— “Avenue of the Presidents” 
Is No More, as Jocular Senators Have 
Changed the Classic Name.

W ashington, M arch 23.—[Special.]— 
G reat strides have been m ade by the 
d ep artm en t of com m erce In providing 
m ethods by which foreign comm erce 
can he Increased aud the m an u fa c tu r­ 
ers of this country d i s u s e of their 
goods abroad. 
T his w ork is carried on 
through th e bureau o f foreign aud d o ­ 
mestic commerce, w hich has grow n to 
be one of im portance and will continue 
to grow if it keeps on carryin g out its 
present policy. 
M any years ago about the only in­ 
form ation which A m erican u m n u f a 
turers secured about foreign m arkets 
w as in the rath er desultory consular 
reports which w ere received* a t th e 
sta te departm ent. 
T h ese reports were 
published ab ou t th ree or four times a 
y ear aud w ere entirely inadequate. 
W hen th e d ep artm en t of commerce 
w as established and men w ere put in 
charge of th e foreign commercial bu­ 
reau the consular reports w ere publish­ 
ed daily, au d all m an u factu rers seek­ 
ing a foreign m arket for their prod 
uets had access to them , and th at con­ 
tinues a t th e present time. 


Gathering Information. 
A nother featu re of the consular bu­ 
reau under the present system is the 
method by w hich any big concern can 
secure inform ation abo ut possible for­ 
eign m arkets through th e consular offi­ 
cers or through tile bureau. 
But In 
case application is m ade to the con­ 
sular officers th e reports which are 
seut direct to the person seeking the 
inform ation are also duplicated and 
sent to th e d ep artm en t and finally pub­ 
lished for the benefit of everybody. 
T he gro w th of the bureau is show n 
in th e large space th a t it now occupies 
and th e vast am ount of inform ation 
which is catalogued, indexed and filed 
so th a t any one can get any kind of 
inform ation th a t the d ep artm en t has 
relating 
to 
comm erce 
and 
m arkets 
abroad.

Alderman Anton Mahlum. presi­ 
dent of th** Booster club, has receiv­ 
ed a letter from the American Park 
Builders company of Chicago, which 
strikes a vital note in the work of 
civic betterment of a community. 
City planning should be essential­ 
ly 'practical and possible of adapta­ 
tion rather than theoretical and vi­ 
sionary. A most careful survey should 
be made studying the physical city, 
its people, its environs, its commerce 
and manufactures and its possibili­ 
ties for future 
development. 
Re­ 
ports furnished are illustrated with 
plans and photographs, which are 
intended to become guides for the 
future development of the city, both 
along utilitarian and artistic lines. 
Betides many local problems, the 
following general problems are stud­ 
ied and considered. 
The layout of 
a comprehensive system of streets for 
the future city, with the aim to 
abolish the heterogeneous arrange­ 
ment which takes place where a city 
plan is unprovided; the arrangement, 
embellishment and improvement of 
existing streets and thoroughfares; 
the public building problem, going 
into the matter of grouping public 
buildings of the present and future 
in such a way as to bring about 
greater harmony and dignity: 
the 
treatment of the park/ problem in­ 
cluding the designating of plots of 
tracts of land most suitable, all needs 
being considered, to be acquired for 
parks and playgrounds. 
This work is essentially important, 
safeguarding as it does the commun­ 
ity from needless strife and feuds, 
which nearly always accompany the 
selection of park sites, which are so 
often ill suited for park purposes be­ 
cause of their location, topography 
and transportation facilities. 
After 
selecting these sites, general plans 
for their treatment are prepared and 
individual reports rendered with nec­ 
essary data so that the city may have 
something definite to work with when 
the sites are acquired. 
In connec­ 
tion with the park problem the mat­ 
ter of beautification of approaches to 
the city by rail and the treatment 
of the city’s waterfront is usually 
takten up. 
The treatment of the transporta­ 
tion problem consists of recommenda­ 
tions concerning better routing of 
street cars, the arrangement of fu­ 
ture lines and suggestions for bring­ 
ing into the city of new railroads and 
interurban lines. 
Also the consid­ 
eration of new stations or the rear­ 
rangement of old stations. 
The segregation of factory districts 
usually plays an important part in 
city planning, the tendency n o w a ­ 
days being to isolate factories so that 
the noise, smoke and other obtrusive 
features will not bring about the 
usual depreciation in residential prop­ 
erty. 
The laying out of working­ 
men’s home districts is also a modern 
feature in city planning in America, 
successful models for which we may 
find in England and Germany. 
The city plans are usually prepar­ 
ed under the auspices of some civic 


city council. 
The plan then becomes 
a sort of text book for the rearing 
of the city, forming a nucleus to a 
policy of advancement which may be 
followed for years to come. 
Once 
a city plan is adopted, or indeed once 
the policy of comprehensive planning 
is adopted the city is insured greatly 
against unnecessary 
expen 
turds, 
duplication of effort, absurd and mis­ 
directed development and all of the 
many things which tend towards the 
making of cities unhealthful, incon­ 
venient, noisy, dirty and common­ 
place. 
Leading citizens in our cities are 
beginning to realize that a great 
city cannot be safely allowed to grow 
by itself without guidance and fore­ 
thought. 
This matter is a vital one 
to every citizen in as much as .it re­ 
acts directly upon his or her personal 
ventures. 
Comprehensive and successful city- 
planning means a better city, built 
for less money, better advertised and 
inhabited by more and better citi­ 
zens. 


COMPLIMENTS A. B. HOSTETTER 


Duluth 
Supervisor 
Over 
County 
Agents Has Worked Consistently 
for Agricultural Improvements 
In the series of short sketches en­ 
titled “ interesting People Who Are 
Doing Interesting Work Here’’ the 
Duluth Herald mentions A. B. 'Hos­ 
tetter and the work he is doing. The 
article states: 
A. B. Hostetter was the first coun­ 
ty agricultural agent in the United 
States 
Mr. Hostetter began preaching the 
gospel of scientific farming in Duluth 
six years ago under the auspices of 
the Duluth Commercial club* 
He 
was one of pioneers in agriculture, 
for at the time many people believed 
St. Louis county could produce noth­ 
ing but iron ore and rock with a lit­ 
tle timber and hardy vegetables. 
Mr. Hostetter left the fold of the 
Commercial club, becoming the coun­ 
ty agricultural 
nupef visor. 
Since 
then he has preached the great doc­ 
trine of scientific agriculture with 
the aim of getting every farmer in 
his district to produce $2 worth of 
crop where he s now raising Leu one. 
He says this can be done by the 
use of good seed, proper cultivation, 
stock raising and proper marketing 
of produce. 
These first principles he is drill­ 
ing into the farmers’ heads through 
short courses in agriculture, agricul­ 
tural specials, personal visits to the 
farms and the organization of farm 
ers’ clubs. 
The great idea of county agent 
work is one of his hobbies, and the 
wonderful growth of 
the 
idea 
is 
flattering to him as one of its first 
advocates and its first representative. 
There are now twenty-four county 
agents in Minnesota, two supervisors 
and a strate leader. 
Nearly every 
important agricultural state has a 
county agent, and the idea is now 
a part of the program of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture of the United 
States government. 
Mr. Hostetter is now supervisor ov­ 
er four county agents— those of St. 
Louis, Carlton, (’row Wing and Koo­ 
chiching counties.
